WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Many 


Democratic leaders around the 
country, disturbed by the No- 
vember election losses, trace 
some of the trouble to the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, 
and say it-must be revitalized 
now to forestall another setback 
& 1968. 


President Johnson .juid Vicf' 


President Hubert H. Humphrey 
already have started trying to 
find out what went- wrong in 
1966, and what to do about it. 


State chairmen or national 


committeemen 
in more than 


half the 50 states, replying to 
questions 
in 
an 
Associated 


Press survey, claimed that high 
among 
the things that went 


wrong was failure of the nation- 
al committee to function effec- 
tively. 


"The 
Democratic National 


Committee is basically a shell," 
said 
Eugene Wyman, Califor- 


nia's 
national committeeman. 


"In the next two years, the par- 
ty organization must be rebuilt. 
If it does not come soon, there 
may be a general disintegration 
of Democratic party organiza- 
tions throughout the country." 


"I didn't reiallze It was In such 


bad shape," Gov.-elect Robert 
Docking of Kansas said after a 
recent visit to Washington. 


"The real issue in the Demo- 


cratic party right now Is the 
national organization and what 
to do about It," said Montana's 
Democratic chairman, Fred E. 
Barrett, 


National Democratic officials, 


interviewed here, agreed that 
coordination with state groups 
has been less effective than it 
could be, and said some activi- 
ties have been curtailed because 
of money problems. 


But John B. Criswell, acting 


treasurer of the committee, in» 
sisted that "we did as much as 
has been done Jn the past (in 
mid-term elections) and much 
more in some areas." 


"We expected very little help 


from 
the national committee 


and got little, said Colorado 
Chairman William Grant. "Aft- 
er all, this was an off-year, We 
weren't electing a president." 


Iowa Chairman Clark R. Ras* 


mussen disagreed. "I personally 
was very disappointed in the 
national committee's assistance 
and participation in the cam- 
paign," he said. "If it did more 
(than in the past) it was in oth- 
er states — it was not in Iowa." 


Rasmussen voiced the majori- 


ty opinion of those replying to 
the poll. Of the replies, received 
from about 40 states, 60 per cent 
were critical, and less than 20 
per cent praised the work of the 
committee.

nols Chairman James Ronan, 
who said "we got fine coopera- 
tion from them in procurement 
of speakers and materials."

Functional 
murmurs are

They tend to disappear with 
exercise. They are a source 
of much unjustifiable worry 
but they are never a threat 
to your health. In your case 
your doctor should determine 
the cause and significance of 
the murmur. 


Q—What is myocardial in- 


farction with arteriosclerotic 
heart disease? Which medi- 
cine would be best for this 
condition—Coumadin or Peri- 
trate? 


A—A myocardial infarct is 


an area of heart muscle that 
has been damaged by having 
its blood supply cut off. This 
occurs when arteriosclerotic 
changes (hardening of the 
arteries) occur in the coro- 
nary arteries that supply the 
heart muscle. The two drugs 
are given for entirely differ- 
ent purposes. Warfarin (Cou- 
madin) is given to prevent 
clotting of the blood in the 
arteries.

THIRD STREET 


Editor-the-Star: From reading 


in the papers about LBJ plan- 
ning to cut down the highway 
funds and seeing the congested 
traffice through town on Third 
street, I have been told by sev- 
eral persons of suggestions to 
ease up the congestion. 


I understand that the 1-30 link 


between Fulton and Arkadelphla 
will be among the very last ones 
built in the Super-highway pro- 
gram. This means it may be in 
our lifetime that the congestion 
through Hope on third street will 
get worse, not better. To build 
overpasses or underpasses along 
third street would be very ex- 
pensive. 


The city council met one night 


not long ago and had decided to 
eliminate parking on the south 
side of third street, I under- 
stand. A good idea would be to 
eliminate parking on that side 
of the street just as well as on 
the other side. 


I feel that it will have to take 


cooperation from the people to 
get the program going In or- 
der to ease the congestion of 
heavy traffice passing through 
town. Why not eliminate exces- 
sive number of stop lights, and 
leave one stop light at the in- 
tersection of 
Third and Main 


Streets another one at the In- 
tersection of 
Third and Sho- 


ver and install one at the in- 
tersection of Third and Hervey 
Street. Then you will have three 
stop lights. 


Why not eliminate left turns 


on Third street between Her- 
vey and Shover? It will have to 
take three right turns to make 
a left turn. Why not fix the 
hours during the day that no left 
turn to 
be permitted between 


6 o'clock in the morning to 8 
o'clock in the evening between 
Hervey and Shover Streets along 
Third street? 


Why don't business houses in- 


cluding Lehmans, Hope Furni- 
ture Co. and Ritchie Grocery 
Co. make plans to park their 
trucks for loading and unload- 
ing at certain hours of the day 
or night, so to make traffic o- 
pen without ever imposing hard- 
ships on them.
